FEDERAL GOVERNMENT GANROT
COLLECT TEN PER CENT FOR
VIOLATIONS OF LAW.

State Laws FG::en-ny and Not

a Tax, as Is Provided by the Act
Ruled Upon, Says Judge Boyd.

Greensboro, N, C.—Judge James E.

i Boyd, in federal court, held the na- |

| tional child lsbor law; which seeks
| to collect a federal tax of tem per
 cent on the profits derived from the
| products of child labor, unconstitution-
| al. The decision was in the case
of the Vivian Spéening Mills, of Cher-
ryville, N, C., seeking to restrain J.
W. Bailey, collector of internal rev-
enue, from enforcing the act.

The Owen-Keating child labor law
was .also held unconstitutional by
Judge Boyd in decision rendered two
years ago and that ruling was up-
held by the Supreme Court of the
United States.

Regulation of labor, Judge Boyd
ruled In his decision, is one of the
powers reiained by the states, and not
delegated to the federal government,
State child labor laws are adequate
to take care of the situation and pro-
vide a penalty, not a tax, as {8 pro
posed by the act of congress,

The attempt of the federal govern-
ment to regulate labor within the
state is an usurpation of authority
and a violation of the sovereign
rights of the state, concludes the rul
ing.

A bllpltch to the Press Association
Qays That Five Men Were Saved
of the Crew of Forty-nins,

London.—The glant airship ZR-2,
purchased by the United States from
Great Britain, exploded over the city
of Hull, according to advices recelved
shortly after & o'clock.

The airship is a wreck in the river
Humber.

The airship was passing over Hull
in fine style when suddemly It was
seen to break in two. Instantly there
were terrific explosions and the alr-
ship burst into flames and commenced
to descend. Three parachutes were
seen to leave the ZR-2,

Thousands of the people of Hull
watched the disaster. As the explo
slon occurred they dashed. pamic-
stricken in all*directions for fear of
being enveloped in the wreckage.

It was while the Z R2 was cruising
over Hull that she was seen to emerge
from the clouds and suddenly break
in two. One portion appeared to rise
in the air. The other descended slow-
ly and fell into the Humber.
A dispatch to the Press Association
from Hull says five men were saved
fom the crew of forty-nine.
